Thank you for the introduction, Juan, and please do enjoy 
your vacation! 


It is nice to meet you, Craig. As written in my message to 
Juan, Robert Rodriguez and his wife Maria toured two units 
for elders affordable housing. The plan still stands as applying 
to various senior affordable housing sites and secure interim 
housing while awaiting a spot off of the wait list. Robert and 
Maria loved the senior living site called Reflections on 
Brittania. 


Some of the barriers for finding housing thus far, just to keep 
you in the loop, include that both Robert and his wife are 
adamant on securing a IB apartment. This is why we have 
turned to affordable housing to accommodate this need. 
Although they are in their 80s, they would like to live 
somewhere cosmopolitan and close to public transit as well. 
They have ACCESS cards too. Through much discussion, the 
Rodriguez family's budget for a IB is now $1,300.00. The 
PATH Prevention team has them in mind for a Section 8 
voucher when HACLA provides some for PATH in the next 
month or so, however there are many applicants, even within 
PATH. 


I will work closely with these senior living affordable housing 
sites property managers to see wait list status. It would be 
ideal for them to be off the wait list in the next few weeks, 
sign a lease and then PATH can provide a hotel for Maria and 
Robert as they await a vacancy, however the more likely route 
is finding interim housing in the meantime.
